CANAL IN 193

COMMISSION STATES THAT CA.
NAL WILL BE COMPLETED BY
NEXT YEAR

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18—The re-
vised estimates of the Panama cansi
commission will be published on Oc-
tober 16, The year 1613 is set as
the date for the first vessel to sall
through the canal. It will be a na-
val vessel. The formal opening will
be on January 1, 1916, Colonel Goe-
thals reports the cost wHl be under
$275,000,000,

The opening of the canal for gen-
eral commercial purposes in Decem-
ber, 1614, is announced as the formal
opening. The world’s navies are in-
vited to send representatives to
participate in the elaborate oceremo-
nles,
